It 
Ss the smallest of its kind made in this 
country, yet will carry three men and 
almost a ton of arsenate of lead poison, 
which will be released from a special 
hopper by means of an automatic de- 
vice through the bottom of its car.

the engines will scatter the poison 
dust over the trees early In the morn- 
ing, when dew is on the leaves, so the 
powder will cling and cause casualties I 
among the moth caterpillars .as they 
feed. 


This "baby" airship, known as the

loon, will be the first lighter-than-air 
craff tried in this work. The heavier- 
than-air machines have not proved a 
Kuccess in fighting wood pests from 
the air, largely because of their-speed.

If the big industrial leaders in the Ruhr pay the fines imposed 


by the French"cbiirt-martial—which doesn't seem very likely 
—they will merely be meeting, in an unexpected way, some of 
the public obligations they have dodged heretofore. 


In other countries there have been very heavy taxes on 


capital since the war. In Germany there have not been as 
heavy taxes on any class as in England, America and other 
belligerent countries, and what taxation-there is has been paid sno-t at an Ocean view shooting caiiery 
mainly by the poorer classes.

One of the- favorite books of the last 


generation has been the one with the 
same title.as 
my 
sermon, "When 


'Knighthood Was in Flower." It is 
story of chivalry, knightly honor, ad- 
venture, fair ladies, and of splendor 
Recently it ivns made the basis of 
croat spectacle which the moving pic- 
ture industry capitalized, 
and which 


was viewed 'by hundreds of thousands 
]\Iy main objection to the book lies in 
Its title, which, although attractively 
worded, hears the assumption that the 
days of real knighthood lie far in the 
past. 


It >$ true that there . is something 


wonderfully fascinating 
about thos 


days of knighthood of which we read 
in legend, story and poem. The gallan- 
try and chivalry of the great knights 
have enriched our literature', and some 
how have made for a higher type o 
manhood by the strength and beauty o 
knightly idealism. There is something 
jacking in the man who is not stirrei 
through and through by these deeds of 
knighthood. Sometimes we 
long for 


those days, for they seem more 
at- 


tractive in retrospection than they ac- 
'tually were. We like to imagine our- 
selves living in those heroic days, and 
picture ourselves in armor defending 
the honor of country, king and loved 
ones. We fail to see the disadvantages 
of those days, the physical discomforts, 
the mental handicaps, and the low 
spiritual stamina, -of the times. 


1. First of all let us think of those 


days when Knighthood was supposed 
to be in flower. 


A knight.woe first of all a soldier, a 


personal follower of 
some 
greater 


knight or lord. We read In early Bri- 
tish legends the accounts of the -great 
•court at Caerleon of Usk, presided over 
by King Arthur, where his 
faithful 


knights, squires and 
t'oout the far famed 


of rescuing Jerusalem and Christ's „..- 
pulchre from the Turk, they neverthe- 
less revealed the militant power of the 
church. Thousands of Knights with the 
cross emblazoned on tunics and shields 
made the supreme sacrifice as they re- 
ponded to the challenge of the great 
Bernard of Clairvaux, "God wills it." 


!o long as valor is prized and chivalry 
s idealized mankind will never tire of 
istenlng to the stories of the genero- 
ity of Tancred the flower of French 
vnighthood, of the matchless leadership 
of Frederick Barbarossa, of the Christ- 
y humility of Godfrey the Defender of 
"erusalem, of the nobility and Integrity 
'f Saint Louis of France, and of the 
daring courage of Richard, Coeur de 
-.eon, the lion-hearted king of Eng- 
land. 


During the middle ages the Knight 


was an'important link in the- feudal 
system. He was usually of noble birth 
and a landowner, rendering knightly 


shop, from>store and office, respond to 
the call of a new crusade, and go forth 
fearless and simply to do their bit. At 
first we might have 
wondered how 


they could meet the test.but the youth 
of Belgium and France and Italy and 
England stemmed, the tide for three 
years, and the news of their 
valor 


thrills the world. They went "to their 
death by hundreds of thousands on 
land and sea, with the glory of a great 
liope in their hearts and with the light 
'of a. mighty faith In their eyes. And 
what about our 
American , youth! 


There were those who said he lacked 
courage, chivalry, loyalty and purpose, 
But, although poorly equipped and 
trained, our American young manhood 
crossed-the Atlantic by the million, and 
at last stood at the front.

much of knighthood and chivalry. In- 
deed it was of these 'times that the 
book we. have mentioned was written. 
But even then knighthood had lost 
some, of its original flavor, some of its 
early and native nobility, and had be- 
come more a matter of the court. In 
those and subsequent days knighthood 
was conferred by King ox- Queen for 
personal or public service, for valor, or 
simply as a marl: of favor. Thus good 
Queen Bess knighted Sir Walter Ra- 
leigh for his unfailing courtesy. Thus 
Sir Philip Sidney, that valiant soldier 
and favorite courtier, was knighted by 
this same queen, and proved his worth 
In the battle of Zutphen from the field 
of which he was 
carried 
mortally 


wounded. As he complained of thirst, 
a bottle of water was brought him; but 
when he was about to drink, he- was 
touched by the wistful look of a mort- 
ally wounded soldier, who lay close by; 
and taking the water untasted from 
his lips, Sidney handed it to his fellow 
in need with the words, "Thy necessity , 
Is greater than mine." • 


In morf modern days knighthood has 


sometimes benn cheapened by conferr- 
ing it on those who were manifestly 
unworthy, sometimes for such trivial 
reasor-s as contributions to political 
campaigns.
